The Clerk of the Peace also receives remuneration 
under the Registry and Juries Ads, varying in 
amount according to the work done. Jlis duties 
are to intend the -Six Courts held in the year for 
the dispatch of criminal business; summon grand 
and petty juries for the disposal of criminal 
business ; the Clerk of the Peace in Boroughs, 
also acting as Sheriff; prepare indictments and famish abstracts thereof to 
Recorder and Crown Solicitor; enter and record same on Crown book; attend 
the criminal courts as Clerk of the I Vaco ; swearing juries ; arraigning prisoners ; 
taking verdicts and sentences and recording same ; committing prisoners to gaol 
and penal servitude in accordance therewith ; making returns thereof to 
Directors of Convict Prisons, Chief Secretary, and Registrar of Habitual 
Criminals ; summoning Crown witnesses, granting orders for witnesses’ ex- 
penses ; recording lines on jurors and others, and collecting and making returns 
thereof; entering appeals from justices’ convictions and orders, and returning 
same to petty sessions with judgments ; making out lists of parties requiring 
publicans’ licenses and translers, and posting same to all magistrates in the 
jurisdiction, and taking the rulings of the Recorder and issuing and signing 
the certificates of licenses granted; registering publicans' licenses and making 
returns thereof to petty sessions; make out and furnish certificates of previous 
convictions ; diseliargo duties under the Registry and Juries Acts. With 
the exception of his being obliged to summon juries, bis duties and fees are 
precisely the same in all respects ns those of tin; Clerk of the Peace in all 
counties in Ireland on the criminal side of the court. It, is not very clear what 
return is required of fees, but a return of those received in the year 187(5 is 
given, and a schedule ofie.es annexed hereto. This information is nil contained 
in the Aunual Returns made in the Blue Rook of Civil and Criminal Statistics 
in Ireland, nave the dale of appointment of the Clerk of the Pence.
